Andrews Named 
New Ohio Chief 


COLUMBUS, OHIO (AP) — 
John S. Andrews is Ohio’s new 
Republican chairman, but the 
party’s policies, at least for the 
time being, will be those of Ray 
C. Bliss, who is stepping down 
after 16 years as state chairman 
to lead the party nationally. 
Andrews, Lucas County GOP 
chirmaa. was selected Monday 
to take the reins of the state 
organization April I, the day 
Bliss succeeds Dean Burch as 
national chairman. 
The 45-year-old Toledoan in­ 
dicated “no immediate plans” 
or new policies for the state 
organization. “Bliss’ policies are 
good.” he said after his election, 
| ’ and I certainly want to keep 
them.” 
Andrews said first on his 
agenda are meetings with Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, Bliss, who 
he used to work for ta state 
headquarters, and other party 
, leaders. 
The 
new chairman, 
asked 
whether he would call himself 
a liberal or a conservative Re­ 
publican. said his only political 
label is as a “professional poli­ 
tician” who is interested in 
party structure. 
Andrews won the position in 
a 29-15 vote over Kent B. Mc- 
Gough, Allen County chair-man. 
McGough, moved for a unani­ 
mous decision after hts 14 vote 
defeat. 
After the balloting, the 48- 
vear-old Lima politician said the 
meeting had been “amiable” 
and that he would continue his 
party work ta Allen County He 
added that his party ambitions 
had not been killed by losing 
to Andrews. 
Bliss said that before the elec­ 
tion he recommended a salary 
of $20,000 a year for Andrews 
with $5,000 for expenses.
